Drawings Objection 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in this application because the figures so blurred 
and unclear. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because the drawing figures should be numerical order (for example figure 1, figure 2 and so on... 
figure 50). Figures A to O should be renumber. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made 
to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show 
the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the 
top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is 

required to furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1.81. No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 

Applicant is given a TWO MONTH time period to submit a drawing in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .81 . Extensions of time may be 

obtained under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .136(a). Failure to timely submit a drawing will result in ABANDONMENT of the 

application.
